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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner agrees 
somewhat with the position of the applicant, noting that Abe JP 04-195939 shows features 
described in the specification, but the prior art applied does not clearly do this. The technique of 
the applicant clearly uses less equipment than the simultaneous two beam exposures of the prior 
art and this represents a saving obvious to one skilled in the art, but in doing so has taken an 
obvious step relative to the prior art as a whole. The prior art as a whole points to using the 
simultaneous exposure to save time in the mastering process and increasing the time required for 
the mastering using the single beam exposure process of the claimed invention represents almost 
a step backwards. Clearly in view of the art as a whole, approximately doubling the exposure 
time for the mastering process would be undesirable and unobvious.
